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Continuation of 13. Other: The applicant's argument and the amendments made to the currently pending claims have been considered. 
Claim 17 is allowed in view of newly amended independent claim. Examiner disagrees with the remarks in regards to pending claims 7, 
13, 15-16 and 18 for the following reasons; applicant's argument is revolving around the fact that the prior art of record does not explicitly 
discuss the transfer of data "inside" a database (data storage section). One skilled in the art would know that in an electronic database 
(data storage section) data is stored for the elements in tables that are consist of rows, which contain cells at hat store data within them. In 
order to make some changes in a status of a data "tagging" schemes are used rather than changing data structures, which may result in 
errors. The fact that tags are used to indicated transfer, sell, prioritize or any other action or indication within a database does not negate 
that data has not been moved from one entity to another entity. The applicant argues that the data is not virtually moved "from first user to 
the second user inside of the database." It is clearly shown by the prior art Takatsu that data is moved from first user to the second user 
(See Takatsu column 14, line 57-colum 15, line 50) in databases that indicate the changes in the data that is requested. It should be noted 
as well that it is inherent in the database schemas to create tables that related in one form or another and just manipulate the tags rather 
than the entire data entry. Takatsu clearly shows this. 

As for the newly amended claim 7, the amendments do raise new issues as well a need for further consideration. 
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
